CONFIDENT © OF ‘VICTORY 


But Expresses His ‘Horror at the 
Sufferings Forced Upon His 
Subjects.

poljtical: capacity of his two predecess- 
ors, and. that ‘he combined the strength 
of character“with the indomitable will 
of. his uncle, Leopold Il., with the tact 
and wisdom of his grandfather, Leopold 
I., the trusted eens: of Queen Vic- 
toria: 

Under ordinary circumstances, in a 
Small constitutional «monarchy, there 
would have been little scope for King 
Albert’s exceptional gifts. ©. Under ordi- 
nary ‘circimstances the ‘policy of ‘the 
sovereign would have been overruled by 
the politics of the contending parties; 
but in times of storm and stress a strong 
man has an opportunity, and the young 
King séized his with prompt and un- 
flinching decision. To him more than 
to any other man living is due the fail- 
ure of the German plan of campaign. 

The King Grants an Interyiew. 

I was received by his Majesty at the 
palace 
about-an hour to the exposition of his 
political views. He spoke.with the ut- 
most freedom~ and frankness, becaus- 
he knew his confidence would not be 
abused... I must.therefore content my- 
self with indicating the general lines 
and conclusions of the royal argument. 

It was the King’s firm conviction that 
this war was not a mere accident. The 
Servian tragedy, he said, was a more 
pretext; any other incident might have 
served as well. To the knowledge of 
his Majesty the war had been delib- 
erately prepared. It was the direct out- 
come of the reactionary spirit of brutal 
militarism prevailing among the ruling 
caste and especially among the imme- 
diate entourage of the Kaiser. 

For the last five or six years, so King 
Albert informed me,’ he has had many 
opportunities in his travels and in his 
intercourse with prominent Germans to 
observe the growing insolénmce and ag- 
gressiveness of the military caste. His 
Majesty told mé that he had been driven 
to the conclusion that_a new and peril- 
ous spirit. had. gained ascendency im 
Berlin, and that an attack on the part 
“of Germany ‘was to be expected. © About 
eighteen “Months age things suddenly 
Changed for the worse, and..the. situa- 
tion“ became alarming, Certain .. facts 
‘were disclosed of so threatening a na- 
ture that in November, 1912, at the in- 
stance of the King, the Belgian Parlia- 
ment ‘he secret sittings in. order to 
consider urgent precautionary meas- 
ures. His warnings were listened - to, 
and ‘the. drastic military programme 
which had been delayed for thirty years, 
and which King Leopold II. had advo- 
cated in' vain, was immediately adopted. 

An historical parallel suggests itself. 
The French Parliament of 1867. rejected 
the military. reports of Marshal - Niel, 
and the catastrophe of 1870 was/the out- 
come. The Belgian Parliament of 1912 
passed the new military law, and the 
heroic resistance of the Belgian Army 
was the result—a résult which would 
never have been achieved without the 
persistence. and determination of King 
Albert. 


Confident of Final Victory. 


King 
had the most implicit confidence in the. 
final. issue, and that he had absolute 
trust in his English allies; but it was

Germans Surprised. and Defeated in 
Two Minor Engagements. 
LONDON; Sept. 15.—An engagement 
took place yesterday near Alost, ‘fifteen 
miles - northwest of Brusséls, - between 
German cavalry and a Belgian quick- 
firing detachment ‘in motor cars, accord- 
ing to an Osternd- dispatch to Reuter'’s 
Telegram Company..

The experience of two American girls 
at a.German school in Brussels during 
the early days of. the War were nar- 
rated yesterday by Misses Lucille Frank 
and svelyne Emanuel of St. Louis, 
who; with. Miss: Frank's mother, Mrs. 
Abraham Frank, arrived here on the 
Potsdam, For several weeks before the 
sailing of the Potsdam: Mrs. Frank and 
the two girls. were in Aix-la-Chapelle, 
Germany, only a few minutes from the 
Belgian frontiér, and according to their 
story the«tales brought back by Ger- 


man officers and soldiers were a con-. 


tinuous array of atrocities committed, 
not by Belgian men, but by Belgian wo- 
men. 

Stories -of the ‘maiming of German 
wounded, the poisoning of drink and 
food, incredible mutilations, were told 
at every dinner table where German 
Officers and soldiers were quartaged. 
Ali the news that got to the town was 
of continued ‘successes of the Germans 
in the west and the Austrians in the 
east. Consequently, when: Mrs. Frank, 
who is of German birth, and her two 
charges reached New York they ex- 


pressed great indignation that the 
“truth had not been suffered to reach 
New York. 


‘Miss Emanuel and I were at the

When Split Bamboo Is Dutiable. 

The Treasury Department. has issued 
an‘order to Collectors of Customs to do 
away with the uncertainty as. to. the 
classification to be .given. split. bamboo. 
It appears that*since the enactment of 
the present tariff merchandise of this 
kind, has -been assessed for duty at 
some ports at the rate of 15 per cent. ad 
valorem as manufactures of wood, while 
admitted duty free at others . under 
pote Lew tl 648 as unmanufactured. The 

department now rules. that split bam- 
boo, not in the form of sticks suitable 
for use ‘in the manufacture of articles 
spéecified- in Paragraph 648, are to be 
held properly dutiable under Paragraph 
176° as manufactures of wood. To 
éxempt from, duty the bamboo must be 
in stick form and either in the rough
